3.  — SOCIAL  CONDITIONS 

The  Urban  District  is  a  compact  one  of  2,487  acres  from  which  the  roads 
(radiate  in  three  main  directions  to  a  lauge  farming  area,  thus  it  retains  some  of 
its  earliest  features  as  a  market  town. 

The  chief  industry,  that  of  sand  quarrying,  is  still  important  and  associated 
industries,  such  as  roof  and  floor  tile  manufacture,  have  grown  up  based  on  it. 
Now  many  other  large  industries  are  being  set  up  in  the  area  and  more  will  no 
doubt  follow  as,  in  comparison  with  neighbouring  towns,  labour  is  more  readily 
available. 

By  reason  of  its  clear  atmosphere  and  dry  sandy  soil  Leighton  Buzzard  can 
be  considered  to  have  a  healthy  environment.  In  addition,  there  are  good  facilities 
for  recreation  of  many  types,  with  some  parks  and  playing  grounds  provided  by 
the  Council.  Beautiful  country  districts  are  within  easy  reach.

AMBULANCE  SERVICE: 

The  service  provided  by  the  Bedfordshire  County  Council,  by  arrangement 
with  the  Buckinghamshire  County  Council,  has  satisfactorily  met  demands.  It 
covers  the  full  twenty -four  hours  and  is  free  of  charge. 

As  well  as  employing  ambulances,  car  transport  is  available  for  carrying 
patients,  unable  to  travel  by  other  means,  to  and  from  hospitals  and  clinics  for  the 
purpose  of  receiving  medical  treatment. 

Except  in  the  case  of  an  emergency,  the  request  for  an  ambulance  must  be 
made  by  a  medical  practitioner  or  other  authorised  person.  This  should  be  to  the 
nearest  depot  (Linslade).

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Distribution:  The  water,  after  treatment  consisting  of  aeration,  lime  injec¬ 
tion,  sedimentation  and  filtration,  is  pumped  by  means  of  a  booster  pump  to  the 
reservoir  in  Shenley  Hill  Road,  and  thence  to  the  town’s  distribution  mains.  The 
purity  of  the  supply  is  controlled  by  routine  sampling  from  the  source  and  from 
various  points  throughout  the  distribution  system.  Responsibility  for  water  supplies 
was  taken  over  by  the  Mid-Beds.  Water  Board  on  1st  April,  1962.

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DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 

Very  few  houses  now  remain  on  cesspool  drainage  and  all  the  new  housing 
estates  have  been  able  to  connect  to  the  main  sewerage  system.  The  joint  sewage 
disposal  works  was  completed  in  July,  1965.  This  has  meant  of  course  the  go 
ahead  for  large  scale  development  of  the  area. 

PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES 

The  public  conveniences  in  the  centre  of  the  town  cater  especially  for  the 
needs  of  food  handlers  and  other  traders  resorting  to  the  weekly  markets.  Other 
public  conveniences  are  situated  in  Oakley  Green,  Pages  Park  and  Parsons  Close 
recreation  grounds. 

CLEAN  AIR 

Three  notifications  were  received  under  Sections  3  and  10  of  the  Act,  of 
proposals  to  instal  furnace  equipment. 

Careful  scrutiny  has  been  paid  to  the  data  supplied  to  ensure  that  the  height 
of  the  chimneys  will  be  sufficient  to  prevent,  as  far  as  is  practicable,  smoke,  grit, 
dust  or  gases  from  becoming  prejudicial  to  health  or  a  nuisance.  No  air  pollution 
problem  as  such  exists  within  the  Urban  District. 

NOISE  ABATEMENT 

Although  the  problem  of  noise  is  as  old  as  society  itself  people  are  now 
becoming  more  noise  conscious.  In  an  increasingly  crowded  and  industrialised 
environment  it  becomes  a  steadily  more  urgent  and  more  difficult  task  to  protect 
ourselves  against  the  noise  and  vibrations  caused  by  the  activities  of  our  neighbours. 
Research  into  case  histories  shows  how  difficult  the  problems  are  because  it  is  not) 
necessarily  the  volume  of  noise  which  upsets  people  but  the  type  of  noise.  In 
general  terms,  the  best  defence  against  noise  lies  in  intelligent  planning  precau¬ 
tions  being  taken  before  development  begins.  In  this  district  for  example  we  have 
had  noise  problems  due  to  the  too  great  intrusion  of  residential  development  into 
factory  areas.  Investigations  at  one  factory  of  the  noise  intensity  required  many 
weeks  of  painstaking  measurements  with  accoustic  instruments.  From  readings 
obtained  within  the  factory  curtilage,  and  'both  inside  and  outside  the  dwelling- 
houses,  we  were  able  to  advise  on  methods  of  reducing  the  noise  to  an  acceptable 
level. 

Co-ordination  of  all  interests  in  the  initial  planning  stages  would  however 
have  prevented  this  sort  of  thing  happening. 

SWIMMING  POOLS  AND  BATHS 

There  is  a  swimming  pool  situated  in  the  grounds  of  the  Cedars  School  for 
the  use  of  the  pupils  and  members  of  the  staff.  Pupils  from  the  Secondary  Modern 
Schools  are  also  allowed  to  use  the  pool.  A  continuous  filtration  and  chlorination 
plant  is  used. 

RIVERS  AND  STREAMS 

The  rivers  and  streams  in  the  Urban  area  are  the  Ousel  and  Glipstone 
Brook.  The  River  Ousel  adjoins  the  sewage  works  and  receives  the  outfall  effluent. 
Samples  taken  from  the  river  have  indicated  the  urgent  need  for  the  new  sewage 
disposal  works. 
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CARAVAN  SITES 

One  site  only  is  licensed  as  a  residential  caravan  site.  It  is  provided  with 
all  the  necessary  amenities  and  facilities  and  is  very  well  managed.  Trouble  has 
been  experienced  however  with  the  sewage  disposal  plant. 


PEST  CONTROL 

Leighton  Buzzard  and  Linslade  combine  for  this  purpose  and  employ  a  full¬ 
time  Rodent  Operator.  Destruction  is  mainly  of  rats  and  mice  but  there  are 
occasions  when  the  public  seek  other  assistance,  particularly  when  troubled  by 
wasps  nesting  in  floor  or  roof  spaces.  The  Council’s  allotments,  sewage  disposal 
plants  and  refuse  tip  were  systematically  treated  and  all  agricultural  lands,  water¬ 
ways  and  canals  surveyed  and  reported  upon. 


HOUSING 

Housing  work  this  year  has  been  concerned  generally  with  the  repair  and 
improvement  of  individual  houses.  Clearance  area  action  in  previous  years  has 
resulted  in  a  wait  for  the  construction  of  new  dwellings  to  be  completed  to  catch 
up  with  the  number  of  families  requiring  to  be  rehoused.  Sites  redeveloped  for 
this  purpose  include  Bassett.  Road  (20  new  dwelling  units),  Bedford  Street  (34  new 
dwelling  units),  Nelson  Road  (66  new  dwelling  units).  Compulsory  Purchase 
Order  procedure  in  relation  to  Nos.  1 — 17  Stanbridge  Road  and  the  grey  lands 
surrounding  same  was  found  not  to  be  /necessary  in  the  end.  All  the  necessary 
acquisitions  were  dealt  with  by  negotiation.  Planning  approval  is  now  being 
awaited. 

Modernisation  of  houses  continued  at  a  steady  pace,  but  new  legislation/ 
which  is  pending  will  no  doubt  see  an  increase  in  this  aspect  of  housing  work. 

The  multiple  occupation  of  dwellings  continues  to  increase.  ss  Direction^ 
Orders  ”  have  been  served  in  many  cases  but  the  only  way  to  establish  positive 
control  is  by  constant  inspection  work. 


FOOD  HYGIENE 

There  was  again  a  considerable  reduction  in  the  amount  of  inspection  work 
carried  out  to  food  premises  this  year  due  to  other  priorities  but  spot  checks  made 
from  time  to  time  indicated  that  occupiers  were  maintaining  a  reasonable  standard. 
Generally  it  can  be  said  that  while  standards  have  advanced  considerably  since 
the  war  we  are  still  a  long  way  from  the  ideal. 
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SLAUGHTERHOUSES 

There  is  one  private  slaughterhouse  in  the  town  and  this  deals  solely  with 
the  owners’  requirements.
